Rules, 1954 which the Central Government propo es to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 49, read with clause (h) of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 49 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953) is hereby published 
as required by sub-sect'on (1) of the said section 49 for the informaiton of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of a period of forty 
hve days from the date on which the Official Gazette containing this notificatien 
is made available to the public. 

2. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Tea (Amendment) Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2, In the Tea Rules, 1954, for rules 13 and 13A, the following rules shall 
be substituted, namely ;— 

“13. Function of Committees—The Executive Committee, the Licensing 
Committee, the Labour Welfare Committee and the Development 
Committee .shall discharge such functions and exercise such imwers, 
not being those mentioned in Rule 18, as may be delegated to them 
by the Board ; 

Provided that all decisions taken by the aforesaid committees in the 
exercise of the delegated powers shall be placed before the Board 
for information within a period of fifteen day.s from the date on 
which the decision wa.s tElcen.”
